SOME  UNRECORDED  BULLET  COINS  OF  SIAM. 

(With  a  Tentative  Explanation  of  their  Marks).

Among  the  many  difficulties  to  be  met  with  in  studying  the  “Bullet”  coins  of  the 
pre-Bangkok  era  in  Siam,  now  known  as  Thailand,  is  the  lack  of  published  material 
on  the  subject.  The  pre-eminent  work  is  “The  Coinage  of  Siam”  by  Reginald  Le 
May,  published  by  the  Siam  Society  in  1932.  In  the  years  since  then  a  number  of 
additional  Bullets  have  been  discovered  but  only  U.  Guehler  in  his  two  papers  .  .  . 
“Further  Studies  of  Old  Thai  Coins”,  published  by  the  Siam  Society  in  1944,  and 
“Notes  on  Old  Siamese  Coins”,  published  by  the  same  Society  in  1948,  has  attempted 
to  list  and  describe  these  new  discoveries.  The  difficulties  inherent  in  any  attempt  to 
ascribe  dates  to  these  coins  are  apparent  in  Le  May’s  phrase  ‘wropt  in  mystery’,  but 
perhaps  their  solution  is  no  longer  impossible.  The  eleven  Bullets  described  in  this 
paper  will  go  some  way  towards  introducing  some  order  into  Le  May’s  ‘mystery’  and 
we  may  hope  that  with  the  publication  of  more  material  on  the  subject  the  ‘mystery’ 
will  give  way  to  an  ordered  analysis.

Number  1  Weight  300  grains.  Greatest  length  18  mm. 

Top  Mark  A  Conch  shell  (Fig.  1) 

End  marks  (a)  A  Trident  (Fig.  2) 

(b)  A  Conch  shell  ?  (Fig.  3) 

The  use  of  various  representations  of  the  conch  shell  is  widespread  among 
Bullet  coins  and  I  very  much  doubt  if  it  has  any  religious  significance  as  has  been 
noted  by  earlier  writers  on  the  subject.  The  cowrie  shell  was  used  as  currency  by 
the  Thai  people  for  centuries  down  to  the  end  of  the  last  century,  when  the  usual  rate 
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of  exchange  was  6,400  to  the  Bat.  Indeed  the  ancestors  of  the  Thai  people  during  the 
centuries  when  they  lived  in  the  kingdom  of  Nanchao  in  China  used  cowrie  shells 
both  as  money  and  as  ornaments  as  noted  by  Marco  Polo,  quoted  in  “A  History  of 
Siam”  by  W.  A.  R.  Wood,  4hus  the  use  of  a  shell  mark  probably  signified  nothing 
more  than  currency.  The  appearance  of  the  trident  mark  on  this  coin  is  of  much 
more  significance.  The  Tri  mark  on  Bangkok  coins  is  ascribed  to  the  reign  of  P’hra 
Buddha  Yot  Fa,  the  first  king  of  the  Bangkok  dynasty  by  Le  May  but  he  quotes 
earlier  opinion  that  the  mark  was  in  fact  used  by  P’ya  Tak  Sin,  the  half  Chinese  leader 
who  led  the  Thai  people  against  the  Burmese  invaders  who  had  brought  both  the 
dynasty  and  the  city  of  Ayudhya  to  an  end.  Its  use  on  a  much  earlier  coin  is  important 
in  that  it  would  seem  to  put  out  of  court  the  theories  that  would  seek  to  ascribe  each 
mark  to  a  particular  reign.  The  weight  of  this  coin  would  also  seem  to  indicate  that 
in  some  region  of  Thailand  the  standard  for  the  Bat  was  about  150  grains.  This 
standard  also  occurs  on  the  second  coin  described  in  this  paper  and  on  a  Bullet 
described  by  Guehler  in  the  earlier  of  his  papers  as  Number  33,  plate  V.7.  This  coin 
Guehler  could  only  ascribe  to  (a)  pre-Ayudhya  or  (b)  a  specimen  from  the  North  or 
(c)  a  forgery  of  the  Unalom  Bullet  of  the  Bangkok  era.  A  forgery  of  a  Bullet  with  a 
standard  of  234  grains  would  have  little  hope  of  acceptance  with  a  weight  of  148 
grains,  so  the  explanation  lies  with  the  first  two,  and  in  fact  these  are  practically  the 
same  as  the  North  probably  means  the  State  of  Suk’ot’ai,  which  preceded  Ayudhya 
as  the  centre  of  power  in  Thailand.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  somewhere  in  the 
area  which  used  Bullet  coins  a  standard  of  about  150  grains  for  the  Bat  was  in  force. 

Number  2  Weight  311  grains.  Greatest  length  16  mm. 

Top  Mark  ?  A  five-pointed  star  or  Krut  (Fig.  4) 

Side  Mark  ?  A  wheel  or  perhaps  a  bunch  of  blossoms  (Fig.  5) 

End  Mark  ?  A  wheel  (Fig.  6) 

This  coin  is  much  older  than  Number  1,  shown  both  by  the  wear  on  the  marks  and 
by  the  shape,  much  higher  in  profile  and  the  presence  of  the  hole.  The  marks  are  very 
indistinct  through  wear  but  the  weight  does  show  that  it  must  belong  to  the  same 
state  which  used  Number  1. 1  know  of  no  other  Bullet  with  such  marks.  The  metal  of 
this  piece  is  not  of  such  pure  silver  as  Number  1,  again  suggesting  a  much  earlier  date, 
and  here  we  may  note  that  the  Bullet  described  by  Guehler  as  Number  33  in  his 
earlier  paper  is  said  to  be  ‘apparently  not  pure  silver’. 

Number  3.  Weight  588  grains.  Greatest  length  24  mm. 

Top  Mark  A  five-pointed  star  or  a  five-spoked  wheel  (Fig.  7) 

Side  Marks  (a)  A  diamond  divided  into  four  (Fig.  8) 

(b)  ?  Conch  shell  (Fig.  9) 

End  Marks  (a)  A  Trident  (Fig.  10) 

(b)  ?  Krut  (Fig.  11) 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  end  marks  are,  in  fact,  extra  top  marks.  While  a  wheel 
with  six  or  eight  spokes  is  more  usual  than  the  use  of  a  five-spoke  one  is  seen  on 
Numbers  19  and  60  of  Guehler’s  earlier  paper  and  on  Numbers  6,  13  and  14  in  the 
second  paper.  The  diamond  shape  is  not  often  met  with  but  in  Number  23  of  Gueh¬ 
ler’s  second  paper  it  occurs  on  a  one  Bat  coin  of  206  grains.  The  other  side  mark  is 
very  indistinct  but  resembles  that  on  Number  42  of  Guehler’s  earlier  paper,  a  quarter 
Bat  coin  of  49  grains,  indicating  a  Bat  standard  of  197  grains.  The  end  marks  need 
no  comment  except  to  point  out  the  use  of  the  Tri  mark  is  significant  as  noted  under 
Number  1 .  The  coin  under  consideration  here  is  obviously  a  3  Bat  coin  of  a  standard 
of  somewhere  about  180-190  grains.  Le  May  considered  such  pieces  as  weights  and 
was  puzzled  by  the  divergence  between  the  weight  standard  of  coins  and  weights  but 
a  standard  of  about  187  grains  seems  to  be  normal  for  pre-Ayudhya  coins  and  would 
seem  to  indicate  a  Suk’ot’ai  origin.  As  will  be  seen  in  Number  5  it  seems  probable 
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that  Suk’ot’ai  continued  to  issue  Bullets  after  its  conquest  by  Ayudhya  using  the 
standard  of  234  grains  for  the  Bat  but  what  is  not  quite  clear  is  exactly  when  the 
change  over  from  the  lighter  standard  took  place. 

Number  4  Weight  361  grains.  Greatest  length  18  mm. 

Top  Mark  Either  a  shell  or  a  bunch  of  blossoms  (Fig.  12) 

End  Marks  (a)  Very  indistinct  but  possibly  a  wheel  (Fig.  13) 

(b)  Similar  to  (a). 

This  Bullet  is  made  of  very  poor  silver  and  has  seen  much  use  as  it  is  worn  smooth. 
The  interesting  thing  about  it  is  that  the  hole  is  bored  and  the  indentations  engraved  or 
else  cast  in  that  shape.  The  coin  has  been  cast,  not  hammered  into  shape.  The  top 
mark  is  completely  dissimilar  to  any  other  recorded  but  rather  resembles  the  side 
mark  of  a  Bat  of  216  grains  in  the  National  Museum  in  Bangkok  described  by  Guehler 
as  Number  1 1  in  his  second  paper.  It  may  perhaps  be  suggested  that  this  piece  is  in 
fact  a  weight  rather  than  a  coin,  but  in  that  case  it  merely  serves  as  additional  proof 
that  such  a  standard  for  the  Bat  existed.  I  think  this  piece  is  an  early  2  Bat  coin  of 
Suk’ot’ai. 

Number  5  Weight  187  grains.  Greatest  length  14  mm. 

Top  Mark  A  wheel  made  up  of  five  dots  around  a  central  dot  (Fig.  14) 
Side  Mark  An  elephant  to  the  left  (Fig.  15) 

End  Marks  (a)  and  (b)  An  elephant  to  the  left  differing  from  the  Top 
Mark  only  in  the  shape  of  the  frame  which  here  dips  on  top 
to  follow  the  outline  of  the  elephant’s  shoulder 

This  coin  is  a  very  important  one  as  the  marks  are  exactly  paralleled  on  a  piece 
weighing  231  grains  described  by  Guehler  as  Number  12  in  his  earlier  paper.  This 
repetition  of  the  same  marks  of  two  different  standards  of  weight  must  completely 
dispel  the  attempts  made  by  Le  May  and  Guehler,  following  in  the  footsteps  of  Nai 
Kulab,  to  arrange  the  Bullet  coinage  of  Siam  into  an  orderly  alignment  of  kings  and 
marks,  allocating  a  mark  to  each  king.  If  such  were  the  case  the  coin  described  here 
can  only  be  explained  by  finding  a  king  of  Suk’ot’ai  who  succeeded  to  the  throne  of 
Ayudhya  or  vice  versa  and  no  such  king  existed.  The  logical  explanation  is  that  the 
marks  indicate  the  town  or  principality  of  issue  and  in  the  case  under  consideration 
the  town  must  be  Suk’ot’ai.  The  lighter  coin  was  issued  while  Suk’ot’ai  retained  a 
certain  autonomy  while  the  heavier  coin  dates  from  a  later  period  when  Ayudhya 
asserted  her  authority  by  more  direct  rule.  Sai  Lo’  T’ai,  the  last  independent  ruler  of 
Suk’ot’ai,  lost  his  independence  in  1378  a.d.  but  continued  to  rule  over  Suk’ot’ai  as 
a  vassal  of  Ayudhya  until  his  death  in  1406  a.d.,  or  1410  A.D.,  there  being  some  con¬ 
fusion  over  dating  of  events  prior  to  the  Bangkok  dynasty  as  all  the  records  of  Ayedhya 
were  destroyed  by  the  Burmese  in  1767  a.d.  Two  princes  claimed  the  throne,  Ban 
Muang  and  Rama,  and  so  serious  were  the  disturbances  that  King  Int’araja  advanced 
with  an  army  to  settle  the  dispute.  It  is  not  known  which  prince  was  successful  in  his 
claim  but  it  would  seem  likely  that  the  second  mentioned  was,  as  Rama  means 
“reign”.  The  victor  died  in  1419  a.d.  and  no  further  trace  can  be  found  of  a  vassal 
king  of  Suk’ot’ai.  It  would  seem  possible  therefore  that  the  Bullet  of  the  lighter 
standard  dates  before  1410  a.d.  and  the  heavier  one  from  after  that  date.  The  simi¬ 
larity  of  the  marks  certainly  seems  to  imply  that  the  two  Bullets,  187  and  231  grains, 
were  issued  in  succession  by  one  principality. 

Before  leaving  this  coin  it  may  be  noted  that  the  elephant,  one  of  the  symbols  of 
Siamese  royalty,  was  not  necessarily  a  white  one  as  apparently  the  first  white,  in 
reality  grey  with  some  pink  patches,  elephants  to  belong  to  a  king  of  Siam  were  seven 
captured  by  King  Chakrap’at  at  about  1562  a.d.,  whereupon  he  took  to  himself  the 
title  “Lord  of  the  White  Elephants”.  These  particular  beasts  proved  anything  but 
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fortunate  for  the  Kingdom  of  Ayudhya  as  the  Burmese  demanded  two  of  them  and 
when  their  demand  was  rejected  proceeded  to  invade  Siam  and  carry  off  as  trophies 
no  fewer  than  four  of  the  celebrated  beasts.  The  elephant  shown  on  this  coin  has 
tusks,  and  in  this  respect  differs  from  the  usual  elephant  mark  where  the  animal  is 
shown  as  tuskless. 

Number  6  Weight  177  grains.  Greatest  length  14  mm. 

Side  Mark  An  elephant  to  left  (Fig.  15) 

This  coin  must  belong  to  the  same  town  or  principality  as  Number  5,  apparently 
Suk’ot’ai,  as  the  stamp  is  identical  to  the  Side  Mark  on  that  piece.  It  is  tempting  to 
allocate  it  to  the  period  of  confusion  and  disturbance  about  1410  a.d.  when  as  related 
two  princes  fought  for  the  vassal  throne  of  Suk’ot’ai. 

It  would  be  convenient  here  before  describing  the  other  five  coins,  all  belonging 
to  the  weight  standard  of  Ayudhya,  about  230  grains  to  the  Bat,  to  summarise  the 
conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  the  above.  Firstly  there  are  two  quite  distinct  standards, 
one  of  about  150  grains  to  the  Bat  and  the  other  about  180-190  grains.  The  latter 
standard  belongs  to  the  kingdom,  independent  and  at  a  later  period  vassal,  of  Suk’ot’ai 
while  the  lighter  standard  must  belong  to  an  earlier  period.  It  may  be  noted  here  that 
the  oldest  1  Bat  Bullets  which  Guehler  could  discover  weighed  between  140  and  170 
grains,  see  Number  1  of  his  second  paper.  Since  the  Tai  did  not  adopt  the  copper  cash 
currency  of  China,  well  known  to  them,  both  from  their  time  in  the  kingdom  of 
Nanchao  in  that  country  and  from  the  frequent  trade  contacts  and  visits  by  their 
kings  to  China,  the  earliest  recorded  being  that  of  Ramk’amheng  to  Kublai  Khan  in 
1294  A.D.,  it  seems  probable  that  the  Bullet  form  of  coinage  was  established  in  Siam 
before  the  time  of  the  earliest  Thai  rulers.  If  this  was  the  case  the  only  ruling  house 
which  could  have  established  it  was  the  Khmer.  Le  May  quotes  M.  Groslier  that  up 
to  the  end  of  the  16th  century  no  system  of  coinage  was  ever  adopted  by  the  Khmer. 
He  quotes  from  a  Chinese  envoy  of  the  13th  century  .  .  .  “In  small  transactions  one 
paid  in  rice,  cereals,  and  Chinese  objects,  followed  later  by  cloth:  in  more  important 
affairs  one  used  gold  and  silver”  and  here  Le  May  adds  .  .  .  i.e.  by  weight.  The 
dividing  line  between  a  weight  of  silver  and  a  ‘coin’  is  a  narrow  one  and  here  I  think 
it  is  feasible  to  suppose  that  Khmer  weights  in  the  bullets  form  were  the  forerunners 
of  the  Bullet  coinage  of  the  Thai  states  of  Suk’ot’ai,  Ayudhya  and  Bangkok  where 
their  use  continued  until  they  were  demonetised  in  1904  a.d.,  and  that  the  pieces 
listed  as  the  first  two  in  this  paper  belong  to  that  early  period. 

Number  7  Weight  65  grains.  Greatest  length  10  mm. 

This  Bullet,  which  bears  no  mark  at  all,  resembles  that  described  by  Le  May  and 
shown  on  Plate  XIII,  1.,  except  that  it  does  not  have  the  cuts  shown  on  that  coin. 
Le  May,  quite  correctly,  supposes  that  the  Bullets  bearing  cuts  are  the  older  and 
states  that  they  were  added  in  Siam,  whereas  the  minute  nicks,  called  Met  K’ao  San 
(Padi-seea)  were  added  in  China  when  the  Bullets  found  their  way  there  in  the  course 
of  trade.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  cuts  were  added  in  Siam  but  it  would 
indeed  be  strange  if  Bullets,  having  found  their  way  to  China,  were  not  then  melted 
down  for  their  silver.  This  would  seem  the  natural  course  of  events  and  thus  the 
Bullets  would  not  have  survived.  There  happens  to  be  one  Bullet  whose  marks  are  the 
Wheel  and  a  Bunch  of  Lotus,  usually  referred  to  as  Som  Dokmai,  which  is  to  be 
found  either  with  cuts  or  with  nicks.  Le  May,  followed  in  this  respect  by  Guehler, 
attempts  to  find  one  fixed  point  in  the  ‘mystery’  of  dating  the  Bullet  series  by  placing 
this  Bullet  in  the  reign  of  Ramat’ibodi  II.  His  reasons  may  be  summarised  as  follows. 
(1)  There  are  fifteen  marks  known  to  Le  May  of  the  later  type,  i.e.  with  nicks,  so  the 

change  must  have  taken  place  in  the  fifteenth  reign  from  the  fall  of  Ayudhya, 

counting  backwards. 
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(2)  The  change  must  have  taken  place  in  a  long  reign  as  there  are  several  varieties  of 
Som  Dokmai  and  since  Ramat’ibodi  II  reigned  for  38  years  his  reign  matches 
the  requirements. 

(3)  Sea-borne  trade  betweem  Siam  and  China  sprang  up  at  the  close  of  the  XVth 
century  so  again  a  date  of  about  1500  a.d.  is  suggested  for  the  Bullet  known  as 
Som  Dokmai. 

The  first  reason,  valid  enough  when  only  a  small  number  of  marks  were  known,  is 
greatly  weakened  by  the  newly  discovered  coins  described  by  Guehler  in  his  two 
papers  and  if  the  marks  do  not  indicate  reigns  but  rather  issuing  authorities,  as  I 
believe,  then  it  has  no  validity  at  all.  This  theory  also  makes  the  second  reason  of  no 
importance  while  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  Le  May  has  ignored  the  trade  embassies 
which  passed  between  China  and  Siam  in  the  reigns  of  Ramk’amheng  of  Suk’ot’ai  and 
Boromacha  of  Ayudhya  in  deciding  on  a  date  about  the  beginning  of  the  XVIth 
century  for  the  Som  Dokmai  Bullet.  Since  the  issue  of  Bullets  began  much  earlier 
than  Le  May  supposed  the  Bullet  known  as  Som  Dokmai  may  belong  to  the  time 
Boromacha  I  of  Ayudhya,  whose  reign  from  1370  to  1388  a.d.  certainly  meets  all  the 
requirements  of  length  and  contact  with  China. 

The  coin  under  consideration,  having  no  marks  at  all,  must  belong  either  to  the 
earliest  issue  of  Bullets  by  Ayudhya,  or  to  a  period  of  unrest  when  the  authorities 
issuing  Bullets  lost  control  of  the  area. 

Number  8  Weight  17  grains.  Greatest  length  6  mm. 

This  coin  as  with  Number  7  has  no  marks  at  all  and  must  belong  to  the  same 
period.  As  it  would  hardly  be  worth  issuing  such  small  coins  during  a  period  of 
invasion,  and  Siam  has  been  invaded  many  times,  or  unrest  then  both  Numbers  7 
and  8  may  be  assigned  to  the  earliest  period  of  Ayudhya  or  indeed  to  the  city  of 
U*  T’ong,  ruled  by  the  Ayudhyans  before  that  city  was  founded.  It  may  here  be 
noted  that  the  fractional  Bullets  usually  weigh  heavier  than  the  exact  fraction  of  the 
Bat  they  are  supposed  to  represent.  With  an  Ayudhyan  standard  for  the  Bat  of  about 
230-240  grains  then  we  would  expect  the  quarter  to  weigh  about  60  grains  and  the 
sixteenth,  the  coin  shown  as  number  8,  to  weigh  about  15  grains.  Indeed  I  would 
regard  with  suspicion  any  fractional  Bullet  which  did  weigh  the  exact  fraction  of  the 
standard  as  even  among  the  Bullets  of  the  Bangkok  era  the  smaller  fractional  coins 
exceed  their  correct  weight  by  a  couple  of  grains. 

Number  9  Weight  59  grains.  Greatest  length  9  mm. 

Top  Mark  An  elephant  to  the  right  (Fig.  16) 

The  weight  of  this  coin  shows  that  it  is  a  quarter  Bat  of  the  Ayudhyan  standard 
of  about  230-240  grains  to  the  Bat.  The  hammer  marks  at  the  ends  are  single  and  the 
presence  of  the  hole,  perhaps  used  for  stringing  the  coins  together,  indicates  an  early 
period  of  issue.  The  elephant  shown  on  the  mark  is  altogether  different  to  those  on 
coins  number  5  and  6.  It  is  a  much  more  placid  beast,  completely  lacking  the  friskiness 
and  lifelike  appearance  of  those  other  marks,  again  indicating  an  early  date  of  issue. 

Number  10  Weight  59  grains.  Greatest  length  9  mm. 

Side  Mark  A  Conch  shell  (Fig.  17) 

This  coin,  which  does  not  have  a  hole  for  ‘stringing’,  has  a  single  hammer  mark 
on  one  end  and  a  double  hammer  mark  at  the  other.  While  Le  May  regards  the 
presence  of  double  hammer  marks  on  an  Ayudhyan  coin  as  an  indication  of  a  forgery 
made  in  the  Bangkok  period  Guehler  takes  the  more  realistic  view  that,  particularly 
on  the  fractional  Bullet  coins,  technical  difficulties  in  shaping  so  small  a  coin  must 
have  often  led  to  the  use  of  an  extra  blow  from  the  hammer.  My  own  view  is  that  the 
presence  of  double  hammer  marks,  alone,  is  not  to  be  taken  as  proof  of  a  later  forgery, 
but  that  rather  the  shape  and  especially  the  weight  of  the  coin  is  a  much  more  accurate 
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indication  of  the  date  of  issue.  While  the  Conch  Shell  mark  on  this  coin  is  similar  to 
several  of  those  described  by  Le  May  and  Guehler  it  differs  in  many  small  details  and 
must  be  considered  an  unrecorded  mark. 

Number  1 1  Weight  30  grains.  Greatest  length  7  mm. 

Side  Mark  A  Conch  shell  (Fig.  18) 

This  little  Bullet  is  of  the  value  of  one-eighth  Bat  and  lacks  any  hole.  The  side  mark 
of  the  Conch  Shell  differs  completely  from  any  other  recorded  and  the  hammer  marks 
at  each  end  are  double.  It  is  possible  that  this  indicates  that  some  of  these  fractional 
Bat  coins  were  issued  during  the  first  reign  of  the  Bangkok  era,  a  theory  which  draws 
support  from  the  rarity  of  the  fractional  coins  of  the  early  reigns  of  this  era,  but  it  is 
more  likely  that  as  I  mentioned  in  the  notes  of  the  previous  coin,  it  does  no  more  than 
indicate  the  difficulty  experienced  in  shaping  so  small  a  coin  with  a  single  hammer 
blow.  It  may  be  noted  here  that  in  Le  May’s  description  of  the  manufacture  of  Bullet 
coins  on  pages  63  et  seq.  of  his  work  he  mentions  that  the  old  men  who  gave  the 
demonstration  of  this  lost  art  used  a  great  many  more  blows  than  the  five  to  be 
expected.  Le  May  says  .  .  our  demonstrator  took  a  good  many  more  than  this 
number,  as  naturally  he  had  had  but  very  little  practice  in  the  past”.  So  apparently 
the  double  hammer  marks  may  indicate  nothing  more  than  an  inexperienced  crafts¬ 
man  and  as  I  have  said  above  the  shape  and  especially  the  weight  of  the  coin  is  of 
much  more  importance  in  determining  the  authenticity  of  a  piece  than  the  number  of 
hammer  marks  used  in  its  manufacture. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  description  of  these  eleven  pieces  will  encourage  the 
publication  of  numbers  of  other  unrecorded  Bullet  coins  and  so  enable  a  truer  picture 
to  be  formed  of  this  fascinating  branch  of  numismatic  studies.  When  it  is  considered 
that  the  Thai  people,  probably  following  on  an  earlier  tradition,  perfected  and  used 
for  centuries  a  form  of  coinage  unique  in  the  world,  then  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  so 
little  work  has  been  done  on  the  subject.  My  own  opinion  is  that  only  with  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  as  many  as  possible  of  the  varieties  of  these  coins  and  their  examination  on 
the  basis  of  allocating  each  mark  or  group  of  marks  to  a  specific  town  or  area  will  the 
‘mystery’  which  faced  Le  May  be  overcome.  From  the  little  information  at  our  dis¬ 
posal  at  the  present  it  would  be  foolhardy  to  attempt  any  such  allocation  but  perhaps 
there  are  three  which  may  be  tentatively  ascribed  to  issuing  areas. 

(a)  The  Bunch  of  Lotus.  On  page  45  of  his  work  Le  May  states  .  .  .“The  Bunch  of 
Lotus  on  Plate  XI  Nos.  6  &  7  (Figs.  38  and  28)  is  the  only  mark  of  which  it  can 
be  said  that  the  coin  in  question  had  been  issued  by  a  certain  reign,  namely,  that 
of  King  Naraia  (1656-1688),  because  M.  de  la  Loubere  drew  a  picture  of  this 
mark  in  his  book”.  It  seems  to  me  that  Le  May  has  here  allowed  desire  to  outrun 
the  evidence  for,  looked  at  dispassionately,  all  that  M.  de  la  Loubere’s  drawing 
proves  is  that  the  mark  of  the  Bunch  of  Lotus  was  used  by  the  city  of  Ayudhya. 
There  is  not  the  slightest  proof  that  it  was  the  personal  mark  of  King  Narai  and 
it  would  seem  that  Le  May,  used  to  the  fact  that  each  reign  of  the  Bangkok  era 
had  its  distinctive  mark,  has  made  the  assumption  that  the  earlier  eras  of  Ayudhya 
and  Suk’ot’ai  also  issued  Bullets  each  marked  with  the  personal  mark  of  the 
reigning  monarch.  Thus  all  that  can  be  stated  definitely  is  that  the  Bunch  of 
Lotus  was  the  mark  of  Ayudhya. 

(b)  The  elephant  mark.  This  may,  and  the  evidence  can  be  stated  no  more  strongly 
than  this,  indicate  that  the  coin  was  issued  by  the  state  of  Suk’ot’ai.  The  reasons 
for  this  view  are  set  out  in  the  notes  of  coin  Number  5  in  this  paper. 

(c)  The  mark  of  the  Trident.  This  mark  may,  and  again  the  evidence  is  not  strong 
enough  to  make  a  definite  allocation,  belong  to  the  town  of  Tak.  The  tradition 
that  the  Trident  mark  was  used  by  P’ya  Taksin  is  very  strong  and  while  Le  May 
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allocates  this  mark  to  Rama  I  of  the  Bangkok  era  the  probability  is  that  it  was 
first  used  by  Taksin  and  then  by  P’ra  P’utt’a  Yot  Fa  Chulalok  who  replaced  him 
on  the  throne  of  Thailand  as  Rama  I  of  the  Bangkok  era. 

If  this  is  so  then  the  possibility  arises  that  the  mark  used  by  Taksin  originates  from 
the  town  of  Tak  from  which  he  took  his  title. 

These  tentative  allocations  are  all  that  is  possible  in  the  present  state  of  our 
knowledge  of  these  coins.  It  is  hoped  that  future  hoard  evidence  may  extend  our 
knowledge  or  perhaps  the  elucidation  of  the  meaning  of  the  names  of  the  towns 
themselves  may  provide  a  few  hints  as  unfortunately  the  sacking  of  Ayudhya  by  the 
Burmese  was  so  thorough  that  documentary  evidence  may  never  be  available.  So  the 
humble  coin,  which  has  outlived  the  proud  cities  which  issued  it,  and  now  reposes  in 
the  collector’s  cabinet  with  little  more  than  its  weight  and  shape  recorded,  may  as  the 
servant  of  history  lighten  a  few  of  the  dark  places  in  the  story  of  the  Thai  people. 

RHODESIA’S  NEW  COINAGE.

When  the  Federation  of  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  broke  up  Rhodesia  allowed  the 
old  Federal  threepence,  penny  and  halfpenny  to  remain  in  circulation  but  all  the 
higher  denominations  were  called  in,  both  the  Federal  coins  and  the  old  Southern 
Rhodesian  coins. 

On  25th  January,  1965,  Rhodesia  probably  became  the  first  state  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  to  employ  on  her  coinage  the  new  head  of  H.M.  Queen  Elizabeth  II  byArnold 
Machin,  R.A.,  introduced  to  the  British  coinage  in  1968.  These  were  as  follows: 

1.  Halfcrown,  §  copper,  J  nickel.  Weight  218  grains;  14  grams. 

Rev.  A  sable  antelope  ( hippotragus  niger ),  rhodesia,  2/6  25c  and  the  date. 

2.  Two  shillings,  f  copper,  }  nickel.  Weight  175  grains;  11  grams. 

Rev.  The  Zimbabwe  bird  rhodesia,  2/-  20c  and  the  date. 

3.  Shilling.  §  copper,  J  nickel.  Weight  87  grains;  6  grams. 

Rev.  The  Shield  of  Rhodesia,  rhodesia,  1/-  10c  and  the  date. 

4.  Sixpence,  J  copper,  J  nickel.  Weight  44  grains;  3  grams. 

Rev.  A  flame  lily  ( gloriosa  superba ),  rhodesia,  6d  5c  and  the  date. 

The  obverse  of  each  of  the  four  denominations  was  the  Arnold  Machin  portrait  of 
the  Queen  and  the  inscription  Elizabeth  the  second.  The  coins  of  the  first  minting 
were  dated  1964  but  none  were  issued  until  25th  January,  1965. 

On  28th  January,  1966,  the  Rhodesian  ‘Government’  published  their  Notice  No. 
45  of  1966,  the  Reserve  Bank  of  Rhodesia  (Value  of  Unit  of  Currency)  Notice  which 
fixed  the  value  of  the  Rhodesian  pound  at  2,48828  grams  of  fine  gold.  This  was 
because  after  U.D.I.  the  Rhodesian  pound  had  to  be  valued  in  terms  of  gold  rather 
than  as  the  equivalent  of  the  pound  sterling.  By  a  further  order  of  30th  September, 
1966,  the  Rhodesian  ‘Government’  Notice  No.  657  of  1966,  the  Reserve  Bank  of 
Rhodesia  (Issue  of  Coins)  Notice  1966  the  issue  of  proof  five  pounds,  one  pound  and 
ten  shilling  pieces  was  authorised.  These  were  sold  at  £100  a  set  and  each  had  the 
same  obverse  design  as  the  cupro-nickel  coins,  the  effigy  of  Her  Majesty  by  Arnold 
Machin,  R.A.,  and  the  inscription  Elizabeth  the  second. 

5.  Five  pounds.  Gold  916.666  fine.  Weight  616  grains;  40  grams. 

Rev.  The  Coat  of  Arms  of  Rhodesia,  rhodesia  five  pounds  and  the  date. 

6.  One  pound.  Gold  916.666  fine.  Weight  123  grains;  8  grams. 

Rev.  A  lion,  with  a  tusk  design  around,  rhodesia  one  pound  and  the  date. 

7.  Ten  shillings.  Gold  916.666  fine.  Weight  62  grains;  4  grams. 

Rev.  A  sable  antelope  ( hippotragus  niger),  rhodesia  ten  shillings  and  the  date. 
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By  1968  supplies  of  threepenny  pieces  were  getting  very  low  and  it  was  decided 
by  the  Rhodesian  ‘Government’  Notice  No.  437  of  1968,  the  Reserve  Bank  of 
Rhodesia  (Issue  of  Coin)  Notice  to  issue  a  cupro-nickel  threepence,  also  with  the 
Arnold  Adachin  portrait  of  the  Queen  and  the  inscription  Elizabeth  the  second. 

8.  Threepence,  f  copper,  £  nickel.  Weight  22  grains;  1.4  grams. 

Rev.  Three  African  spear  heads  rhodesia  3  and  the  date. 

Apart  from  the  new  effigy  of  the  Queen  the  design  is  similar  to  the  old  Southern 
Rhodesian  threepence  originally  92.5%  silver.  It  is,  however,  interesting  to  note  the 
absence  of  the  abbreviation  ‘a’  after  the  3  in  the  1968  piece.  It  also  shares  with  the 
gold  the  distinction  of  not  having  a  decimal  value  imprinted  on  it  as  well  as  a  sterling 
value. 

The  remaining  denominations  were  covered  by  the  Rhodesian  ‘Government’ 
Notice  No.  680  of  1969,  the  Reserve  Bank  of  Rhodesia  (Issue  of  Coins)  Notice  1969. 

9.  24  cents,  §  copper,  £  nickel.  Weight  22  grains.;  1.4  grams. 

Obv.  The  Coat  of  Arms  of  Rhodesia. 

Rev.  Three  African  spear  heads,  rhodesia,  24c  and  the  date. 

It  appears  that  this  piece  will  be  almost  identical  to  the  1968  threepenny  piece 
except  for  the  value  24  c  instead  of  3  and  the  fact  that  the  Rhodesian  Coat  of  Arms 
replaces  the  head  of  the  Queen  on  the  obverse. 

10.  Cent.  95%  copper,  44%  zinc,  \%  tin.  Weight  62  grains;  4  grams. 

Obv.  The  Coat  of  Arms  of  Rhodesia. 

Rev.  A  branch  of  flame  lily  ( gloriosa  superba ),  rhodesia,  lc  and  the  date. 

11.  Half  cent.  95%  copper,  4J%  zinc,  \%  tin.  Weight  46  grains;  3  grams. 

Obv.  The  Coat  of  Arms  of  Rhodesia. 

Rev.  A  branch  of  flame  lily  ( gloriosa  superba ),  rhodesia,  4c  and  the  date. 

This  order  was  dated  29th  August,  1969,  but  the  coins  will  not  be  issued  until 
17th  February  1970,  the  day  that  Rhodesia  goes  decimal. 

All  the  Rhodesian  coins  mentioned  in  this  article  were  minted  by  the  South 
African  Mint  (Suid  Afrikaanse  Munt)  in  Pretoria. 

The  Reserve  Bank  of  Rhodesia  is  preparing  banknotes  of  10,  2  and  1  dollars  to 
replace  the  present  £ 5 ,  £1  and  10/-  notes  so  it  would  appear  that  except  for  the  larger 
unit  being  a  dollar  rather  than  a  rand  the  Rhodesian  decimal  currency  system  will  be 
similar  to  that  of  neighbouring  South  Africa.  The  Rhodesian  Coat  of  Arms  is  replac¬ 
ing  the  effigy  of  the  Queen  on  the  new  banknotes  and  the  crest  of  the  Reserve  Bank 
occupies  the  position  hitherto  occupied  by  the  Arms. 

So  far,  however,  the  Rhodesian  ‘Government’  does  not  seem  to  have  considered 
issuing  a  coin  of  any  higher  denomination  than  the  quarter  dollar  or  halfcrown.  In 
contrast  South  Africa  issues :

The  adoption  of  the  ten  shilling  unit  by  yet  another  Commonwealth  or  former 

Commonwealth  country  places  Britain’s  new  decimal  currency  in  even  greater 
isolation.  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  South  Africa  had  previously  decimalised  using 
a  ten  shilling  unit  as  the  basic  denomination  instead  of  a  pound  and  due  to  successive 
British  devaluations  the  Canadian  dollar  is  increasing  in  value  nearer  to  ten  shillings. 
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The  strangest  feature  of  the  new  Rhodesian  coinage  however  is  the  half  cent,  worth 
in  our  currency  about  0.64d.  Perhaps  the  standard  of  living  of  some  of  Rhodesia’s 
inhabitants  requires  a  coin  of  lower  value  than  1.2d  in  the  same  way  as  special 
denominations  used  to  be  added  to  the  British  coinage  for  use  in  Malta. 

SIMNEL  AND  WARBECK— SOME  RECENT 

MISCONCEPTIONS.

There  are  quite  a  number  of  statements  in  Mr.  Paul  Power’s  paper  entitled  “The 
History  and  Coins  of  Lambert  Simnal  and  Perkin  Warbeck”  ( Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal 
Bulletin ,  November,  1969)  to  which  exception  should  and  really  must  be  taken  on 
historical  and  numismatic  grounds.  To  begin  with,  in  the  very  first  paragraph  there 
is  confusion  between  Edward  V,  son  of  Edward  IV  and  the  elder  of  “The  Little 
Princes  in  the  Tower”,  and  Edward,  Earl  of  Warwick,  son  of  George,  Duke  of 
Clarence.  It  was  the  latter  and  not  his  royal  cousin  who  was  impersonated  by  Lambert 
Simnel — the  spelling  Simnal  appears  to  be  without  valid  contemporary  warrant.  In 
his  second  and  sixth  paragraphs,  moreover,  we  find  the  real  Warwick  styled  Duke  of 
Clarence  which  in  fact  he  never  was. 

In  the  same  way,  his  third  paragraph  contains  historical  innuendoes  which  are  to 
say  the  least  unfortunate.  Warbeck  was  not  of  the  colony,  and  did  not  arrive  in 
Ireland  until  November  1491.  The  best  opinion,  too,  is  that  he  was  already  a  catspaw 
of  Margaret  of  Burgundy.  It  is  surprising,  incidentally,  that  Mr.  Power  does  not 
mention  the  intriguing  circumstance  that  Warbeck  at  first  seems  to  have  toyed  with 
the  idea  of  impersonating  either  a  son  of  the  Duke  of  Clarence  or  alternatively  a 
bastard  of  Richard  III.  Also  relevant  to  the  story,  and  likewise  omitted  by  him,  is  the 
fact  that  Warbeck  attacked  Ireland  on  his  way  to  Scotland  in  1495.  Most  historians, 
too,  would  dispute  his  claim  that  Warbeck’s  1497  visit  to  Ireland  was  ‘successful’. 
Certainly  the  pretender  did  not  gain  there  ‘the  troops  he  needed’. 

In  his  seventh  paragraph  he  attributes  to  Lambert  Simnel  ‘three  types  of  groat 
and  one  penny’.  His  unacknowledged  authority  is  presumably  North  who  followed 
in  this  Carlyon-Britton.  It  is  a  pity  that  he  has  chosen  to  ignore  a  paper  which  was 
read  to  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  in  March  of  this  year  and  which  was  reported 
at  length  in  the  June  number  of  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  (p.  202).  It  was  there 
possible  to  demonstrate  that  no  deep  significance  should  be  attached  to  the  rex 
hybernie  title  on  certain  blundered  coins,  since  Simnel  was  not  in  fact  crowned 
King  of  Ireland  in  1487.  The  Ormond  deed,  too,  which  accords  Simnel  the  anomalous 
title  is  dated  two  months  after  the  debacle  at  Stoke,  and  |is  patently  the  product  of  a 
preposterously  illiterate  Yorkist  chancery  in  exile  which  was  equally  at  sea  when  it 
came  to  Kildare’s  own  style.  There  is  no  good  reason,  then,  for  assigning  to  Simnel 
the  anonymous  rex  hybernie  pieces,  and  the  numismatic  evidence  is  that  they  belong 
slightly  earlier  than  the  coins  with  the  name  or  initial  of  an  Edward.  Such  signed 
groats  presumably  head  Simnel’s  coinage,  and  the  rex  hybernie  coins  are  properly 
considered  the  last  of  the  anonymous  Dublin  coinage  struck  under  Kildare  between 
1485  and  1487.  At  one  blow,  then,  Carlyon-Britton’s  ‘three  types  of  groat  and  one 
penny’  are  cut  back  to  two  excessively  rare  varieties  of  groat,  one  reading  edwardvs 
and  the  other  with  the  initial  ‘e’.  Both  varieties,  he  might  have  added,  are  known 
from  Dublin  and  from  Waterford.  These  are,  though,  the  only  coins  which  can  be 
associated  with  Simnel  with  any  degree  of  confidence. 

He  then  brushes  aside  the  work  of  historians  of  the  calibre  of  Bryan,  Conway  and 
Curtis,  and  ignores  the  most  recent  work  to  be  noticed  in  the  numismatic  journal  to 
which  he  contributes.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  that  he  now  argues  the  case  for  rejecting 
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what  his  precursors  have  written?  They  did  not  pretend  to  infallibility,  but  an 
increasing  number  of  serious  students  are  concerned  with  the  image  that  is  given  to 
numismatics  by  oeuvres  de  vulgarisation  that  play — or  seem  to  play— ducks  and  drakes 
with  the  Historical  consensus.  I  myself  find  the  breach  of  academic  conventions  the 
more  unfortunate  in  the  present  instance  because  he  could  well  have  given  us  a  much 
needed  study  of  the  Warbeck  groats’  he  describes  briefly  in  his  penultimate  para¬ 
graph.  It  is  too  many  years  since  Mr.  Blunt  reminded  us  of  the  surprisingly  early 
provenance  of  the  specimen  now  in  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  and  the  recent  serious 
attempt  correctly  to  order  the  different  issues  of  the  three-crown’  groats  might  have 
been  expected  to  give  a  fillip  to  further  investigation  of  the  1494  ‘jettons’  inasmuch 
as  some  of  what  are  now  seen  to  be  the  later  of  the  Anglo-Irish  coins  include  in  their 
legends  the  rose  and  lis  symbols  that  are  such  a  feature  of  the  Warbeck  ‘groat’.  It  is 
along  these  lines  that  at  least  one  Irish  numismatist  feels  that  progress  will  eventually 
be  made  towards  a  solution  of  the  mystery  ,  and  there  are  reasons  overlooked  by  Mr. 
Power  why  Simnel  and  Warbeck  are  of  particular  interest  to  students  of  Irish  history 
It  was,  after  all,  an  Irishman  who  carried  Simnel  piggy-back  to  his  coronation  as 
King  of  England  by  an  Irish  prelate  in  an  Irish  cathedral,  and  a  Mayor  of  Cork,  the 
unfortunate  John  Waters,  who  shared  Warbeck’s  death  on  the  gallows. 

A  SHORT  HISTORY  OF  THE  BANK  OF  ENGLAND.

“The  establishment  of  the  Bank  of  England  can  be  treated,  like  many  historical 
events  both  great  and  small,  either  as  curiously  accidental,  or  as  all  but  inevitable”.1 

The  Bank  of  England  emerged  in  1694  from  a  jumble  of  schemes,  one  of  which 
at  least  proposed  to  connect  a  settlement  of  a  still  unrepudiated  debt  to  the  goldsmiths 
of  1672,  with  the  issue  of  a  new  loan.  But  the  goldsmiths  themselves  did  not  like 
the  idea  that  their  debt  should  be  permanently  funded,  and  therein  lies  an  explanation 
of  the  alleged  hostility  of  the  goldsmiths  to  the  new  Bank. 

Another  scheme  was  proposed  by  William  Patterson,2  a  Scot  who  had  been  in 
America  and  was  now  a  large  London  dealer  in  colonial  produce.  He  suggested  the 
government  borrow  £im.  in  perpetuity  at  6%  and  give  the  lenders  the  right  to 
establish  a  bank.  Parliament,  hard  pressed  for  financial  support  to  enable  it  to  continue 
its  war,  liked  the  idea  of  a  loan  which  would  never  have  to  be  repaid,  and  in  1694 
passed  a  law  providing  that  the  ‘Recompenses  and  Advantages’  of  any  group  that 
provided  £1,200,000  should  be  8%,  and  permission  to  incorporate  itself  as  Governor 
and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  England.  The  Act  of  1694  also  provided  for  certain 
duties,  and  these  included  duties  on  ship’s  tunnage,  which  caused  the  Bank  to  be 
known  popularly  as  the  Tunnage  Bank.  Besides  interest  on  their  capital,  subscribers 
obtained  other  privileges  and  responsibilities.  Under  a  charter  of  incorporation, 
they  were  empowered  to  borrow  money  on  parliamentary  security,  to  deal  in  Bullion 
and  bills  of  exchange,  and  act  as  a  pawnbroker.  The  Bank’s  powers  in  regard  to  the 
note  issue  were  left  strangely  obscure. 

The  venture  was  an  immediate  and  resounding  success.  The  whole  of  the 
£1,200,000  was  subscribed  within  12  days.3  By  the  end  of  1694  the  Bank  had 
advanced  the  whole  of  its  capital  to  the  State,  mostly  in  the  form  of  bills.  These 
were  taken  by  the  Exchequer  in  exchange  for  tallies,  and  used  to  pay  government 
creditors.  The  creditors  could  either  cash  them  at  the  bank,  leave  them  on  deposit, 
or  most  important,  they  could  accept  a  bank  note.  For,  having  parted  with  most  of  its 
capital,  the  Bank  would  only  carry  on  by  issuing  an  equivalent  amount  of  paper 
money,  on  the  security  of  the  tallies  received  from  the  Exchequer.  The  position 
looked,  and  sometimes  was,  risky.  But  with  a  group  of  city  men  of  integrity  behind  it, 
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the  Bank  survived  a  succession  of  early  crises.  It  was  already  indispensible  to  the 
government,  not  only  as  a  source  of  credit,  but  as  a  channel  through  which  remittances 
were  made  to  the  armed  forces  overseas.  And  it  attracted  the  support  not  only  of 
English  investors  but  of  foreigners  too.  Dutch  investors,  those  resident  in  London 
not  least,  had  been  in  the  habit  of  leaving  their  surplus  capital  on  deposit  with 
goldsmith  bankers.  The  presence  of  men  like  the  great  Houblons  and  Gilbert 
Heathcote  in  the  direction  of  the  Bank  had  encouraged  them  from  the  start  to  buy 
Bank  shares.  For  long  the  Dutch  were  to  remain  supporters  of  the  Bank. 

The  Bank  served  the  state  and  most  of  it’s  Departments,  handling  the  raising  of 
loans,  the  sale  of  lotteries  and  annuities,  the  business  in  short-term  borrowing,  and 
the  payment  of  interest.  By  1781  the  Prime  Minister  could  describe  it  as  “a  part  of 
the  constitution”.  It  was  using  such  instruments  as  the  issue  of  notes  and  interest  rates 
to  secure  the  desired  monetary  ends.  Alongside  its  public  function  it  gradually 
developed  those  of  a  bank  serving  the  needs  of  London  commerce,  discounting  bills 
for  almost  every  kind  of  merchant,  lending  money  to  the  East  India,  South  Sea, 
and  Hudson’s  Bay  companies,  and  some  London  bankers  were  using  its  deposit, 
transfer  and  lending  services.  Its  notes  became  a  useful  addition  to  the  country’s 
money  supply,  and  were  held  in  high  repute.  In  banking  history,  the  importance  of 
the  Bank  of  England  lies  in  the  successful  union  of  all  the  functions — deposit,  loan, 
transfer  and  issue — in  one  institution,  and  the  Bank’s  ability  to  serve  the  state  and  the 
business  world  without  losing  its  head  either  literally  or  metaphorically.  As  part  of 
the  reward  for  its  services  to  the  State,  the  Bank  of  England  gained  the  usual  mono¬ 
poly  conferred  on  early  modern  companies.  It  was  the  only  incorporated  bank  in  the 
country.  Parliament  would  charter  no  rival  banks,  and  no  private  bank  could  be  run 
by  a  partnership  of  more  than  six  persons.  Since  the  Bank  only  did  a  small  part  of 
the  commercial  banking  of  London,  and  virtually  none  in  the  rest  of  the  country, 
the  bulk  of  English  banking  was  therefore  carried  on  after  1694  as  before,  by  private 
bankers  who  were  the  descendants  of  the  goldsmiths,  or  by  merchants,  shopkeepers, 
manufacturers,  and  even  farmers  who  developed  banking  as  a  sideline  and  who 
might  eventually  come  to  regard  it  as  their  main  enterprise. 

In  the  early  nineteenth  century,  the  Bank  of  England,  after  nearly  a  century 
and  a  half  of  activity,  and  twenty-five  years  after  a  war  of  unparalleled  magnitude, 
was  sound,  and  its  influence  very  great.  It  was  the  government’s  banker,  and  the 
custodian  of  such  cash  reserves  as  the  other  banks  did  not  require  in  their  daily 
business.  Up  to  1826  it  enjoyed  besides  the  advantages  of  limited  liability,  a  monopoly 
in  England  of  joint-stock  banking  with  the  privilege  of  note  issue,  which  in  effect 
meant  a  monopoly  of  all  joint  stock  banking  as  it  was  then  understood.  It  followed 
that  the  other  banks  were  partnerships,  and,  if  they  issued  notes,  partnerships  of 
six  persons  at  most.  Their  capitals  were  thus  likely  to  be  small,  and  it  was  not  possible 
for  them  to  develop  by  absorption  into  more  considerable  and  solid  enterprises. 
After  the  collapse  of  the  speculative  boom  in  1825,  two  Acts  were  passed  in  1826. 
In  order  to  give  greater  security,  the  formation  of  jount-stock  banks  with  power  to 
issue  notes  was  made  legally  possible  in  England  outside  a  circle  of  sixty-five  miles 
radius,  with  its  centre  in  London,  and  the  Bank  of  England  was  enabled  to  open 
branches  in  the  provinces.  On  the  grounds  that  the  cause  of  the  collapse  in  1825 
had  been  the  over-issue  of  small  notes,  ail  further  issues  of  notes  less  than  £5  were 
prohibited  in  England.  These  Acts  strengthened  the  banking  system,  but  some 
doubts  remained  about  the  competence  of  joint-stock  banking  in  the  London  area, 
and  there  were  hindrances  to  the  development  of  adequate  currency  and  credit 
control.  To  counter  the  uncertainties,  the  Bank  Charter  Act  of  1833  made  Bank  of 
England  notes  legal  tender  in  England  and  Wales  for  amounts  over  £5,  a  provision 
which  tended  to  reduce  the  drains  on  its  reserves  in  times  of  pressure,  since  other 
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banks  and  their  agents  would  generally  be  willing  to  accept  its  notes  instead  of  calling 
for  gold.  Further,  the  legality  of  joint-stock  banks  within  the  sixty-five  miles  radius 
was  made  clear.  They  were  prohibited  from  issuing  notes  payable  at  or  within 
six  months,  but  otherwise  they  could  carry  on  all  banking  business,  and  the  restriction 
on  note  issue  was  a  matter  of  less  importance  as  their  customers  became  increasingly 
familiar  with  the  use  of  cheques. 

Around  the  1830s,  there  was  a  marked  tendency  to  attribute  any  crisis  to  the 
injudicious  issues  of  notes  by  the  country  banks,  and  partly  to  remedy  this  situation, 
the  Bank  Charter  Act  of  1844  was  passed.  Briefly  stated  the  purport  of  the  statute 
was  as  follows.  The  Bank  of  England  was  divided  into  a  banking  department,  to  carry 
on  its  general  banking  business,  and  an  issue  department,  whence  the  other  depart¬ 
ment  was  to  get  bank  notes ;  in  exchange  for  these,  the  banking  department  was  to 
hand  over  £  14m  in  securities,  and  gold  and  silver  coin  for  the  remainder,  so  that 
except  for  the  fiduciary  issue  of  notes  to  the  value  of  £14m,  which  the  Bank  could 
reduce  if  it  chose,  the  notes  issued  would  correspond  exactly  with  the  amount  of 
coin  or  bullion  held  to  cover  them.  Not  more  than  one  fifth  of  the  metallic  cover 
was  to  be  in  silver.  As  to  the  country  banks,  it  was  provided  that  for  the  future,  no 
new  privilege  of  note  issue  should  be  granted.  Banks  already  possessing  it  might 
retain  it,  so  long  as  the  number  of  their  partners  was  not  more  than  six,  but  a 
maximum  was  fixed  for  their  note  issues.  Should  a  bank,  by  amalgamation  or  other¬ 
wise,  forfeit  its  privileges,  the  Bank  of  England  might  add  to  its  fiduciary  issue 
two-thirds  of  the  lapsed  issue.  But,  though  the  Act  of  1844  centralised  the  note  issue, 
it  did  not  subject  the  banks  in  general  to  control  in  regard  to  their  capacity  to  extend 
credit. 

Hence  the  trouble  in  1847  when,  in  response  to  a  crisis,  the  Bank  could  only  be 
restrictive,  and  made  matters  worse.  Eventually  after  a  good  deal  of  pressure,  the 
government  advised  the  Bank  to  make  advances  at  8%  and  promised  that  should 
it  become  necessary  to  exceed  the  fiduciary  issue,  an  Act  of  Indemnity  would  be 
passed.  This  allayed  the  crisis.  But  10  years  later,  with  bank  rate  at  10%,  the  Bank 
had  to  put  into  circulation  an  excess  of  £928,000  worth  of  notes. 

The  London  bankers’  practice  of  keeping  part  of  their  cash  reserves  on  deposit 
with  the  Bank  had  been  encouraged  by  an  encouragement  of  the  clearing  bankers 
in  1854,  to  keep  accounts  at  the  Bank  in  order  to  settle  clearing  differences  by  cheque. 
Already  in  the  mid-seventies,  these  bankers’  balances  amounted  to  some  £10m 
compared  with  about  /lm  30  years  before,  and  they  not  infrequently  exceeded 
the  Banking  Department’s  cash  reserve.  Besides  having  to  act  as  guardian  of  the 
country’s  ultimate  cash  reserve,  the  Bank  was  destined  to  have  further  greatness 
thrust  upon  it,  for  it  became  the  leading  central  banker  of  the  international  money 
market,  the  development  of  which  had  been  enormously  accelerated,  especially 
after  1870,  by  improved  means  of  communications.  Saddled  with  new  internal 
and  external  responsibilities  the  Bank  had  to  work  out  an  appropriate  technique  of 
control.  For  a  time,  in  the  1870s  and  ’80s,  it  looked  as  though  it  might  prove  unequal 
to  the  task,  since  it  had  long  ceased  to  be  a  giant  among  pygmies.  Such  devices  as 
open-market  operations  and  other  reputations  were  developed,  so  by  the  time  of 
the  Baring  crisis  in  1890,  the  Bank  of  England  had  virtually  established  its  moral 
leadership,  and  had  convinced  the  banks  and  money  market  that  it  was  in  their  own 
long-run  interests  to  co-operate  with  the  Bank. 

As  regards  the  present-day  functions  of  the  Bank,  these  take  their  origins  in  the 
previous  250  years,  and  are  implicit  in  the  working  of  the  Bank,  largely  by  tradition 
and  image.  These  functions  include,  to  provide  a  good  note  issue,  to  be  the  custodian 
of  the  credit  and  reputation  of  the  banking  and  financial  system,  to  promote  orderly 
exchange  markets,  to  defend  the  value  of  the  currency,  to  promote  the  orderly  flow 
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of  capital  into  the  capital  market,  to  be  the  lender  of  last  resort,  to  be  a  confidential 
and  expert  adviser,  as  well  as  banker,  to  the  government  of  the  day,  and  to  be  the 
registrar  of  the  Public  Debt.  With  the  external  duties,  the  Bank  controls  the  Exchange 
Equalisation  Account,  this  is  the  custodian  of  the  country’s  gold  and  currency 
reserves,  and  exists  to  avoid  any  serious  fluctuation  in  the  rate  of  exchange. 

Before  1914  the  issue  of  legal  tender  was  an  attribute  of  sovereignty  and  was 
largely  confined  to  the  Royal  Mint.  The  Mint  issued  full  legal  tender  gold  coin 
and  subsidiary  coin  which  was  limited  legal  tender.  The  regulating  legislation  was 
the  Coinage  Act  of  1870.  Bank  of  England  notes  were  also  legal  tender  and  payable 
on  demand  for  gold  coin.  At  the  beginning  of  the  century,  Bank  of  England  notes 
were  covered  by  gold  coin  and  bullion  except  for  a  small  fiduciary  issue.  A  Bank 
of  England  note  was  therefore  in  effect  a  gold  coin  certificate.  Under  the  Currency 
and  Bank  Notes  Act  1928,  the  currency  note  was  transferred  from  the  Treasury  to 
the  Bank.  Since  then,  the  Bank  of  England  has  had  the  sole  right  to  issue  legal  tender 
bank  notes.  In  1931,  the  convertibility  of  Bank  of  England  notes  into  gold  at  a 
fixed  price  was  abandoned.  In  1932,  the  Exchange  Equalisation  Account  (see  above) 
was  set  up.  This  is  a  Treasury  Account.  As  the  whole  of  the  country’s  gold  reserve 
was  transferred  to  the  Account  in  1939,  virtually  the  entire  note  issue  is  a  fiduciary 
issue.  The  amount  of  notes  that  could  be  issued  was  fixed  at  £l,575m  in  the  Currency 
and  Bank  Act  of  1954.  Flexibility  was  retained  however,  by  providing  that  on 
representation  by  the  Bank,  the  Treasury  might  direct  that  the  fiduciary  issue 
should  be  such  amount  as  might  be  agreed  between  it  and  the  Bank.  Parliamentary 
sanction,  in  the  form  of  an  order  under  the  ’54  Act,  must  be  obtained  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  any  increase  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  years.  Thus  the  government’s 
function  in  issuing  notes  is  the  passive  one  of  ensuring  that  sufficient  notes  are 
available  for  the  practical  convenience  of  the  public. 

The  fact  that  the  Bank  of  England  is  the  government’s  bank  has  more  than 
technical  significance.  The  Bank’s  banking  relationship  with  the  Government  is  the 
historical  foundation  of  its  pre-eminence  in  the  City  of  London,  and  this  concept 
still  deeply  colours  the  Bank  understanding  of  its  own  responsibilities  and  duties. 
The  Exchequer  and  the  other  subsidiary  accounts  make  up  the  ‘Public  Deposits’, 
in  addition,  the  Bank  has  a  large  participation  in  the  day-to-day  running  of  the 
money  market. 

The  objects  of  the  Bank  of  England,  as  stated  in  the  original  Charter,  and  still 
holding  good,  are  to  promote  ‘the  publick  Good  and  Benefit  of  our  people’.  These 
objects  are  nowhere  further  defined,  nor  were  they  altered  by  the  Bank’s  nationali¬ 
sation  in  1946.  Over  the  years  the  present  day  functions  of  the  Bank  of  England 
have  evolved  until  the  Radcliffe  Report  in  1959  found  no  remaining  force  in  the 
Bank  ‘acting  as  an  agent  of  the  Treasury’;  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  a  more  efficient 
alternative  can  be  found.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Medal  Makers.  Readers  of  the  Bulletin  may  remember  the  doubt  that  I  cast  on  the  accuracy 
of  the  terminal  working  dates  tor  Hyam  Hyams  given  by  Mr,  Hawkins  in  his  article  on  British 
Medal  Makers  (March  1968).  I  based  my  argument  at  the  time  on  later  dates  of  pieces  marked 
HH  in  my  possession  and  also  on  those  given  in  a  silver  catalogue  of  a  well-known  firm  of 
auctioneers.  With  the  very  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  and 
Goldsmiths’  Hall  I  have  now  discovered  that  a  later  Victorian  silversmith,  Henry  Holland, 
used  an  almost  identical  mark,  and  the  auctioneers  agree  that  the  1878  piece  described  by  them 
as  by  Hyams  is  probably  the  work  of  Holland.  Mr.  Hawkin’s  careful  research  is  therefore 
vindicated — and  I  have  learnt  something  in  my  particular  field  of  interest! — A.  D.  Petty. 

Copper  Coinage  of  Charles  II.  May  I  add  a  few  words  to  Philip  Meldrum’s  letter  in 
the  May  issue  and  Stephen  Leggett’s  reply  in  the  June  issue  about  the  importation  of  ready 
made  copper  blanks  for  the  farthings  of  Charles  II  ?  I  recently  visited  the  newly  opened 
Viking  Ship  Museum  at  Roskilde  in  Denmark,  where  there  is  a  temporary  display  of  objects 
salvaged  from  wrecks  off  the  Danish  coast.  This  includes  a  showcase  containing  numerous 
farthing  signed  copper  blanks,  salvaged  from  the  wreck  of  an  English  ship,  no  doubt  on  its 
way  from  Sweden  to  England. 

If  either  of  your  correspondents  want  any  more  information,  I  expect  the  Museum  will 
be  pleased  to  supply  it. — Martin  Roth. 

Further  Comments  on  the  Sino-Christian  Amulets — a  reply.  Mr.  T.  Arber-Cooke’s 
letter  (Nov.  1969)  perhaps  calls  for  a  reply.  Regarding  the  inscription  on  the  medalets,  re¬ 
examination  of  them  and  of  Mr.  Hayter’s  transcriptions,  has  confirmed  me  in  my  readings  of 
all  the  Chinese  characters:  especially  is  this  true  of  the  second  of  the  obverse  ones  which  is 
definitely  and  clearly  nu  (daughters)  NOT  chih  (children).  Mr.  Arber-Cooke  is  in  error  in 
rejecting  the  reading  I  gave  of  li  which  has,  in  fact,  the  added  evidence  of  a  rubbing  complicated 
“standard”  character.  The  same  may  be  said  of  tzu  which  cannot  be  read  as  “wgo”.  Indeed,  as 
to  this  last,  if  the  characters  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  that  Mr.  Arber-Cooke  wishes  to  read  as 
“ ng0 ”  are  compared,  even  the  photograph  shows  these  to  be  quite  different!  In  addition  to  the 
photographs  I  had  the  advantage  of  studying  Mr.  Hayter’s  transcriptions  and  rubbings. 

I  have  reconsidered  the  initials  p.d.  (which  I  suggested  might  stand  for  ‘ Pater  Deus ’  and 
now  very  willingly  accept  Mr.  Arber-Cooke’s  suggestion  that  they  are  the  initials  of  the  designer. 
Indeed  I  am  endeavouring  to  ascertain  if  these  fit  the  names  of  one  of  the  French  nuns  as  this 
would  seem  to  clinch  the  matter.  Of  course  Mr.  Arber-Cooke  is  correct  in  saying  that  the  whole 
inscription  is  inexpertly  done — a  matter  that  is  not  surprising  when  one  considers  the  recent 
arrival  of  the  mission  in  China. 

The  inscription  of  the  second  medal  is  not  in  dispute.  What  more  politic  than  to  transpose 
the  Christian  form  of  the  Golden  Rule  into  the  Confucian.1  Indeed  as  Professor  Foster  says 
(The  Church  of  the  T’ang  Dynasty.  London  1939)  “.  .  .  it  is  not  unusual  for  a  cultural  revival 
to  begin  with  attention  centred  upon  its  own  great  classics,  and  later  to  widen  out  to  the  welcome 
of  new  knowledge  and  independent  thought”2.  I  have  given  a  description  and  my  interpretation 
of  the  piece  in  a  former  article  (Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin,  Oct.  1967,  p.  284)  and  see  no 
reason  to  revise  this.  The  equivocal  use  of  the  Rule  given  in  Luke  VI  34  is  repeated  in  the  dragon 
of  the  obverse.  Mr.  Arber-Cooke  is  in  agreement  with  me  in  deriving  this  from  a  European 
source  but  the  Far  Eastern  relatives  are  not  confined  to  those  mentioned  by  Mr.  Arber-Cooke. 
The  rampant  “lion”  of  western  heraldry  as  represented  on  the  medalet,  can  equally  depict  the 
Chinese  Ch'iu  Lung  used  to  ensure  blessings  and  occurring  on  the  tombstones  of  officials  from 
quite  early  times.  What  more  politic  than  to  use  this  in  the  troubled  years  of  European/Chinese 
relations  at  the  end  of  the  19th  century.  Incidentally  it  may  of  interest  to  Mr.  Arber-Cooke  and 
other  interested  readers  to  know  that  another  specimen  of  this  medal  exists  in  the  Honeyman 
Collection  in  the  Los  Angeles  County  Museum  (information  per  Mr.  J.  W.  Petersen  in  litt. 

6.11.1968). 

Any  suggestion  that  this  is  a  16th  century  Jesuit  medal  must  be  strongly  resisted  on  the 
following  grounds. 

ri)  It  does  not  occur  in  any  literature— European  or  Chinese— prior  to  the  late  19th/early  20th 
centuries  and  it  is  not  even  in  such  collections  as  that  catalogued  by  Endlicher  (1837), 
in  Vienna  which,  like  other  early  collections,  would  surely  have  drawn  many  specimens 

from  Jesuit  sources. 

(2)  Long  search  has  failed  to  produce  any  similar  medalets  among  the  relics  of  the  16th  century 
s  Jesuit  propaganda  either  in  Europe  or  Japan.  The  chances  of  their  preservation  in  either 
area  are  good,  for  surprisingly  much  remains  notwithstanding  the  persecutions  of  Iyeyasu 
and  Hidetada  in  the  17th  century. 

/r,  The  dimensions  of  the  two  medals  are  identical  and,  seemingly,  their  fabnque  and  the  naive 
^  ^  Chinese  writing  of  the  inscription  make  similarities,  the  explanation  of  which  on  any  other 
hypothesis  would  be  a  matter  of  great  difficulty. 
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Finally  the  symbols  of  dove  and  dolphin  occur  on  many  Christian  monuments  and  represent 
the  Paraclete  and  Christian  love  respectively.  If  the  beast  with  the  flag  may  pass  for  either  the 
Agnus  Dei  or  the  Lion  of  Judah,  the  ielevance  of  these — to  a  non-Catholic  at  least — seems 
fairly  obvious. 

In  view  of  these  matters  I  think  there  can  now  be  really  no  doubt  of  the  correct  attribution 
of  these  rare  pieces. — F.  A.  Turk. 


1  The  Chinese  evidently  from  the  beginning,  had  difficulty  in  understanding  the  Golden  Rule 
and  give  very  muddled  versions  of  it  (Professor  Foster  loc  cit,  p.  51). 

2  The  need  for  the  early  Christians  in  China  to  temporize  with  Confucianism  is  sometimes 
exemplified  with  a  certain  sardonic  humour.  Thus,  the  Christian  convert  Fu-Yih  of  the  T’ang 
dynasty,  in  the  Ms.  of  An  introduction  to  the  Messiah,  found  it  expedient  to  write  the  necessity 
of  loyalty  to  the  Emperor  into  the  Ten  Commandments. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  October  28th, 
Mr.  Blunt  read  a  paper  entitled  “Mint  Figures  of  the 
mid  13th  century”.  The  speaker  first  explained  thatt  his 
was  a  joint  paper,  being  partly  by  Mr.  Brand. 

L.  A.  Lawrence  had  hoped  that  Earle  Fox  would  com¬ 
plete  the  work  on  the  Long  Cross  series.  This  he  could 
not  do,  owing  to  ill  health.  He  left  his  papers  to  his 
brother  Shirley  Fox,  who  in  turn  left  them  to  Mr.  Blunt 
in  1939.  From  these,  a  table  of  the  mint  output  of  the 
London  and  Canterbury  mints  from  1220  to  1270  had 
been  made  out,  and  Mr.  Blunt  discussed  this  table. 

Among  his  conclusions  was  the  fact  that  the  output  of 
the  Canterbury  Mint  was  more  in  summer  than  in 
winter,  depending  on  the  cross-channel  traffic.  The 
table  showed  the  relative  importance  of  the  two  mints. 
Most  of  the  time  London  was  ahead,  but  sometimes 
Canterbury  was  ahead,  e.g.  1234-42.  The  merchants 
received  new  pennies  by  weight,  not  by  number  to  the 
pound.  Mr.  Blunt  concluded  his  part  of  the  paper  by 
mentioning  the  massive  scale  of  the  Long  Cross  coinage, 
and  comparing  it  with  the  output  of  the  coinage  under 
Edward  I. 

The  speaker  then  went  on  to  the  contribution  from 
Mr.  Brand.  He  pointed  out  that  before  the  time  of 
Henry  II,  records  were  very  sparse.  However,  for  Henry 
III  there  was  a  mass  of  documents  in  the  Record  Office, 
which  he  listed.  These  showed  that  there  was  a  change  of 
management  of  the  coinage  every  10-15  years.  Mr. 
Brand  made  particular  reference  to  the  organisation  of 
the  mint  of  Rochester,  his  home  town. 

After  commenting  on  the  effects  of  foreign  trade  on 
the  coinage,  he  questioned  if  Mr.  Dolley  wsa  tight  in 
saying  that  England  was  milking  Ireland  in  the  13th 
century. 

Mr.  Ian  Stewart  then  read  a  paper  entitled  “Short 
Cross  Pennies  following  King  John’s  Recoinage,  and 
Irregular  Issues  of  the  Period”. 

He  surveyed  Short  Cross  pennies  of  Lawrence  class  VI. 
This  class  was  difficult  to  date.  It  may  have  started  about 
1210,  and  it  was  superseded  by  class  VII  in  1217-18. 

Lawrence  had  divided  class  VI  into  3  groups.  A,  B  and 
C,  and  Mr.  Stewart  divided  these  into  sub-groups.  He 
also  introduced  a  new  group  D  at  the  end  of  class  VI. 

Mr.  Stewart  ‘hen  went  on  to  imitative  coins  of  class 
VI.  It  was  obvious  that  parcels  of  English  pennies  were 
sent  to  Germany  at  the  time,  and  imitated  there.  These 
invitations  were  mostly  from  NVestphalici.  A/lany  of  these 
were  overstruck  on  German  coins.  They  were  die-linked, 
and  connected  with  a  compact  area  in  Westphalia  during 
the  period  1210-1220.

Royal  Num.  Soc.  16th.  “The  Mint  Organization  of  the 
Copper  Coinage  of  the  great  Kushanas”  by  Dr.  D.  W.
